"These mind' carets, I see," 


erntaent -universily professor, ' 
that there is no Mo in auy porflun ol 
tbo body, , at, at least tJrat the-rttai, «fl- 
powerfutl motive. power oi man exM 
,somewhero else than in his matcnaJ 
self. 
yVoll, I "think there are a great 


many; pthbrs as ignorant as-they aro ol 
tlie real scientific meaning of life." 
. As the professor uttcred"tlieso wortJs 
ho glancea up ±rom tne tabio^vherjB iio 
was at work, and iaying down the 
scalpel emong the other instruments 
which. . adorned . his 
well-cqoipped 


laboratory; turned . his brigbVfiertan 
eyes toward hiS'Oompanion. The iatter, 
knowing full well the reputation-which 
the professor has as a deep student and 
-learned physiologrst, asked him tQ ex- 
press rnoro definitely his meaning. Kke 
o true Yankee, the modern sago re- 
sponded ivith a question: 


"What ia tho ordinary, Christian be- 


lief «.f lifoP" ho asked. 


"Why, that lil'o means tho existence 


of n soul," was tho reply. 


"Yes, but we saj it means more than 


that; it is a material condition existiiig 
in tho different organs oi the body. 
You saw in the papers what Dr. Robert 
Hughes, tho eminent Englishman, re- 
cently st»id to tho bornuuopathists of 
Boston — that 'growth by assimilation 
und reproduction of kini are tbo two 
processes characteristic of life;' that is 
approaching near tho truth. But he did 
not then state, what is perfectly true, 
that the organs of the body can bo kept 
alive oven alter tho body has bucn cut 
up. 
Do you know what tho earliest be- 


liefs of life were?" 


"No, I can not say I do." 
"Tho suvngcs believed that thero wf.s 


a certain definite vital spark in a man 
und that when ho died he breathed out, 
in bis last breath, that spark. Even to- 
duy most people seem to have almost 
thu sume belief; they say when any one 
dies that he expires (cx-piro) — i. e. 
breathes put. The majority of people 
believe .that there Is. a definite some- 
thing — an invisible, extraneous force in 
tho body which makes it alive, and that 
when that something disappears life 
disappears with it." 
. . 


"But they don't hold that opinion of 


some, animals,' tho worm for instance. 
Any gardener will say that if you 
divide a worm in two with a spade tho 
two parts will livo as separate worms. 


"Exactly. 'That's just where their 


practice seems to disagree with their 
theory. You ask him how it is possi- 
ble to cut tho vital principle in two, 
and be can't answer YOU. Speaking of 
dividing tho worm, however, reminds 
me of the other animals which have 
been .similarly. treaJU,id and Imvo lived. 
In 17-10 a well-known abbe recorded in 
his memoirs that ho had taken fresh- 
water polypes, cut them into threp or 
lour pieces, and each piece had lived. 
Guss, the English naturalist had a cave, 
the sides of winch were covered with 
s';a-ancmoric. .The attraction brought 
so many visitors to his grounds that ho 
resolved to destroy it. Accordingly he 
h;ul tho cavo carefully scraped; bnt 
from the residue which unavoidably re- 
mained, as many sea-anemone as be- 
fore reproduced themselves. You ace, 
UKMI that one of two things' is true; 
either the life principle of an animal 
can bo divided or else thero must bo a 
number of vitalities in such animals, all 
independent of each other." 


"That may all bo true of thcso lower 


animals, but — " 


"But, you think' tho higher animals 


have a lii'o principle which can't be 


ividcd, is that it? Now let me show 


you how our spado, Hoiencc-, will cut up' 
animals, ns tho gardener doos 
tho 


worm," and the professor darkened the'. 
room, tiiriitjd up the lightsof his stero- 
oplicou, and then taking, the muscle ol 
a frog, which had been previously cut 
out, showed on tho largo white screen 
tho muscles in action just as they wore 
in tho body. 


"Why, he exclaimed, noting with a 


smilo of pleasure his companion's snr 
prised look, "this musclo could be kept 
alive ten or twelve hours, even tweiitj 
hours, if blood could bo kept flowing 
through it in large quantities. 1 an"; 
sorry to say though," and tho enthusi- 
astic scientist heaved a sad liftlo sigh, 
"wo'vo never been able yet to keep tho 
muscles alive indefinitely., I bavo kept 
lifo in the heart of a frog for forty-eight 
hours, and I'll show you a livo heart of 
n turtle which was cut out some time 
ago." 


Tha heart was shown, still keeping up 


its beating, shortening and thickening 
itself as regularly aniFus perfectly as if 
iu tho body. .As Jong as fresh blood , 
was supp7icd the heart lived. 


"Professor," queried his companion,. 


"why could not the human body be1 
kept alive artificially by means of a con- 
tinuous supply of fresh blood ?" 


"Why not, indeed?" responded the 


experimenter; "but, you understand, 
we do not protend that this is tho soul 
lifo; it Is only the real, scientific life. 
But why, indeed, after the soul has fled, 
could not a body bo kept alive, per- 
forming all its functions, only without a 
moral gaiding power? That is a ques- 
tion for time to determine. ; . Life .really 
consists in its spontaneity, its ability to 
move and :to 'nourish itself when fed, 
and its being effected by external ob- 
'ects, such as a prick or a shock. II tho 
iqart, cut out, exhibits all*tbesc func- 
tions, ought wo not to sav that it is 
alive? Modern physiology declares that 
a livinir body can bo separated !into as 
many living para as there arc organs. 
Even tho tissues, in some coses, that 
make up these organs, particles one 
two-thousandths of ah incu in diameter, 
show all tho symptoms of a living lx>dy. 
I will tell yovi^ my friend, just what wo 
moan when wo say anytli.ipg is alive.

into ' constituents, 
each

ing a • fundamental vital 
condition. 


Tiverything that lives and moves con- 
tains protoplasm, and this prcitoplasm :

Anything which is self-renew- 


ing is alive. 
Anything . which cannot 


do that is dead.', Such, at least, is the 
scientific .'and real definition of life, 
though it may not bo tho metaphysical 
one. — Boston Journal.

last evening. 


THB BTBBET RAILWAY OBDINANOB. 


The first business taken up was the or 


dinanae granting the Citizens' street rail 
way company the right to construct a 
track from the old square west on Main 
street to the city limits; the construction 
ot said road to be commenced within 9( 
days and finished within 18 months; the 
right to run twenty years. Before the 
reading of the' ordinance began, Alder 
man Lake oilered a motion that rule 15 
be suspended oh all ordinances presented 
and they be read section by section anc 
adopted. On call of ayes and nays the 
motion was lost—Diehl, Gogerty, Oakos 
and Shoemaker, voting in the negative 
Alexander, Lake, Muzzy, Roberts, Starr 
and Wayne voting in tbe affirmative. To 
suspend the rules it requires a two-thirds 
vote (7) of tbe aldermen. The ordinance 
was. then read.by the olerk, and it went to 
the committee on public improvements 
for consideration. 


THB PBOHIBITOBT ORDINANCE. 


Aldermen Roberts and Muzzy present- 


ed the following ordinance- and recom- 
mended its adoption: 


BHOTION 1. That no person shall sel 


or give away, by retail, any intoxicating 
liquocs within the city of Decatur, under 
a penalty of not less than $50 fine for each 
otl'eneej provided this section shall no 
apply to sales made by bottling factories 
where liquors are sold in greater quanti 
ties than one gallon to be used for private 
family consumption on the premises o 
the person to whom sold. 


SBC. 2 provides for the repeal ot the 


liquor ordinance passed March 11, 1880

It provides tbat DO person 
shall sell intoxicating liquors in Decatur 
unless he pays $1,000 a year for the priv- 
ilege and gives a good and sufficient 
bond; that no property bolder shall be 
accepted on more than three bonds ; that 
nil saloons shall be closed each night ot 
10 o'clock ; that any violation ot the pro- 
visions of the ordinance shall subject the 
party to a line of not lews than $50 nor 
more than $200 for each olfonse ; that no 
license shall bo granted a saloon in n uew 
location where a mnjority of the property 
owners iu tho immediate vicinity shall 
present a remonstrance against tho appli- 
cation. Such ileiikirs us are b'ued by a 
Justice shall have their licenses revoked 
at once.
